The Highway program has shown a continuation of Chapter

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the year 
ending December 31, 1960. 


The Library was open 103 days-87 days of 5% hours each and 
in the spring 16 days of 6% hours each every Tuesday and Saturday 
as no holiday fell on a library day in 1960. The regular library 
hours are 2:30-8:00 p.m. 


The library circulation was as follows: adult books, 2296 fic- 
tion; 1345 non-fiction, a total of 3641. Juvenile books, 3181 fiction; 
797 non-fiction, or 3978 juvenile. Total library circulation was 7619, 
an increase of 1876 over 1960. The Book-mobile reported its cir- 
culation as, adult, 1484; juvenile, 1777; total, 3261. The combined 
book circulation of Library and Book-mobile was 10,880. 


135 adult books and 54 juvenile books were added to the library, 
a total of 189. 13 were gifts and 9 were replacements. 39 books were 
discarded, leaving 150 additions. The number of volumes in the 
Library now stands as 7989. There were 56 new registrations of 
borrowers. 


Books were given to the Library by Mrs. Evelyn Pennegar, Mr. 
Donald Greason, and Clarke Maynard of Wilmington, Del. Authors 
and publishers also sent free copies of their works. Royal Daven- 
port has again sent a year’s issue of The American Heritage Maga- 
zine, a welcome addition to the Library shelves as each number is 
filled with interesting reading matter. 


The summer reading program sponsored by the English teachers 
of Arms Academy made the Library a busy place through the 
summer. There were four different lists of required reading, a list 
for each class including the entering freshmen. From four to six 
books were supposed to be read by each student and reported on 
later. As the lists contained some titles not in the Library several 
were bought to meet the need. 


The pupils of Central School have continued to be interested 
in reading for State Certificates, and in 1960 the following were 
given: Grade IV, 37 Five-book and 2 Honor; Grade V, 39 Five- 
book and 3 Honor; Grade VI, 78 Five-book and 14 Honor; Grade 
VII, 4 Five-book; Grade VIII, 23 Five-book — a total of 181 
Five-book and 19 Honor certificates. An Honor certificate repre- 
sents 20 books read. 


There are two weeks in the year that libraries claim, National 
Library. Week ir April and Children’s Book Week in November. In 
observance of National Library Week appropriate films were shown 
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by Mrs. Rowe of the Regional Library staff to the pupils of Central 
School. This took place in the school cafeteria. For Children’s 
Book Week the children came to the Library and heard Mrs. Rowe 
tell stories and talk about many of the interesting books she had 
with her. Several of these were taken by the children to read later. 
Grades 1-4 came one morning and grades 5-8 came the next morn- 
ing. The Library also had several new books on display and ready 
for circulation. The Library is grateful to Mrs. Rowe for her help 
on these two occasions. 


The spring meeting of the Conn. Valley Library Club was held 
in Buckland. Mr. Byron Scott, trustee, and the librarian represented 
the Library.

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VETERANS SERVICE REPORT 


To the Selectmen of Colrain: 


Herewith is the report of the Western Franklin Veterans’ 
Service District and summary of Veterans’ Benefits handled 
through this office. 


Requests for services were received from nine hundred veter- 
ans and dependents during the past year. Of this number, forty- 
seven were applications for hospital care or out-patient treatment. 
Sixty-one applied for help with non-service disability or widow’s 
pensions and supporting evidence was procured. One thousand, 
eighty-four copies of records and vital statistics were made for 
one hundred and fifty-nine requests. 


Thirty-one cases received assistance under Chapter 115, the 
Veterans’ Benefits public assistance program of the Commonwealth. 
Eighty-seven persons were included in these cases and a total of 
$23,342.30 was paid during 1960. Towns will receive reimbursement 
in State settled cases. 


The total expense of District Administration, as shown on our 
monthly warrants, was $5,899.22. 


The cooperation of neighboring Veterans’ Agents and the Con- 
tact Office of the Veterans’ Administration has been most helpful 
in handling claims and procuring necessary evidence. 


The continued interest and cooperation of the Town Repre- 
sentatives is very helpful and is greatly appreciated.

200th ANNIVERSARY COMMITTEE REPORT 


Following reappointment at the 1960 annual town meeting, 
the five-member committee originally appointed the previous year 
by the town moderator, C. Elmer Stacy, continued progress on 
Colrain’s August 5-6, 1961 Bicentennial Celebration. Five meetings 
were held by the group. 


Feeling that the time had come when a larger committee was

The meeting was very well attended with all but 
one of the organizations sending one or two representatives, and 
all of the town officers in attendance. Through the efforts of the 
committee, the chairman of the Hadley Tricentennial Committee, 
Edwin Padolak, was present and gave a detailed account of the 
plans, arrangements and eventual carrying out of the program 
which that town conducted in 1959. He gave many helpful pointers 
on what to do and what not to do. 


Raymond Bartlett of Millers Falls, manager of the Millers 
Falls Fife and Drum Corps, attended one meeting and gave a very 
interesting talk on financial and physical arrangements involved in 
a drum corps competition. His helpful suggestions enabled the com- 
mittee to discuss the matter more intelligently and make a decision 
as to whether or not to include a full-scale competition in the pro- 
gram. It was decided that this was too ambitious for a small town 
to undertake. The combined committee members have agreed to 
include at least one drum corns in the parade and for a drill. 


The committee — now composed of the original committee plus 
representatives of the organizations and interested town officers 
— was gratified to have Rockwell E. Donelson accept the chair- 
manship of the 200th anniversary celebration. Under his leadership, 
monthly meetings have been scheduled. These meetings are held 
on the third Tuesday of each month at 8 p. m. in the school cafe- 
teria, and all townspeople are invited to attend. Working with him 
are Mrs. Kathleen K. Cromack, recording secretary;; Mrs. Elaine 
Fairbanks, corresponding secretary and Leo G. Tetreault, treasurer. 
Many sub-committee heads have since been appointed by the chair- 
man, and a well organized, efficient committee is in the process of 
planning an appropriate two-day celebration. To assure a successful 
event, the cooperation of ALL townspeople must be forthcoming.

FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 


I submit the following report to the citizens of the town, on 
the activities of their Fire Dept. during the year 1960. 


This year has been the most active for the department since 
its formation more than 16 years ago. We were called to pump 3 
flooded cellars, extinguish 2 grass fires, 1 truck fire, 1 house fire, 
1 oil burner explosion, 1 bottle gas stove explosion, 8 chimney fires, 
1 bad forest fire, and 2 serious barn fires, one of which resulted 
in the tragic loss of a little girl’s life. 


Our firemen completed another 10 weeks training course this 
summer and we are already registered for another course next 
spring. I also took a group to the New Hampshire Fire Drill Grounds 
at Meadowood in Troy, N. H., where they drilled under some of the 
best Drill Masters in the east, on actual live fires. This consisted 
of building fire extinguishing, inflamable fluid spill fires, rescue 
work under fire, rescue over ladders, and airplane crash fires. 


The continued breakdowns of our trucks has proven that our 
equipment is not heavy enough to stand the work they have to do 
in our mountainous terrain. 


With our farms becoming more mechanized and modern, and 
more electrical and gas powered equipment being used, our fire 
potential has increased. 


I have asked for specifications on a new truck to be submitted 
in this year’s town meeting warrant. I believe this is the year that 
we should strengthen our firefighting equipment. We are spending 
more time trying to keep these small trucks going than we have 
spent extinguishing fires. 


Our ambulance has been busier this year than any previous 
year, having logged 57 calls from Jan. 1, 1960 to Dec. 31, 1960. In 
view of the increased service, the Firemen’s Association has traded 
its 1949 ambulance for a 1954 Packard Henney. Since 1956, when 
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we established the first Ambulance Service in Colrain we have 
been able to move up, until we now have the best equipped Ambu- 
lance Service in this area, made possible by the continued support 
and confidence of our Colrain people. We would like to have all our 
citizens help us in this service by joining our Ambulance Service 
plan. Four dollars per year gives all members of a family complete 
coverage for the year, regardless of service rendered. 


In closing I would like to sincerely thank our Firemen, who 
have served their Community so well during the past year. To our 
Ambulance Attendants, our Citizens, and all, who in any way have 
contributed to a better and safer Colrain I would like to say 
THANK YOU.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Colrain for the year ending December 31, 
1959, made in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44, Gen- 
eral Laws.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of 


the books and accounts of the town of Colrain for the year ending 
December 31, 1959, and submit the following report thereon: 


The records of financial transactions of the several departments 
receiving or disbursing town funds or sending out bills for collection 
were examined and checked in detail. 


The surety bonds of the several town officials required to 
furnish them for the faithful performance of their duties were 
examined and found to be in proper form. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed and 
compared with the records of the departments collecting money 
for the town and with other sources from which money was paid 
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into the town treasury, while the payments were checked with the 
selectmen’s warrants authorizing the disbursement of town funds. 


The cash book additions were verified, and the cash balance 
on January 23, 1960 was proved by reconciliation of the bank bal- 
ance with a statement furnished by the bank of deposit. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and 
State taxes, the county retirement system, the teachers’ retirement 
system, Blue Cross and Blue Shield, and group insurance were 
examined and checked, and the payments to the proper agencies 
were verified. 


The savings bank books representing the investment of the 
trust funds in the custody of the town treasurer were examined 
and listed. The income was proved and the amounts withdrawn 
were verified. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were 
checked with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled securi- 
ties and coupons on file. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined 
and checked in detail. The tax and excise accounts outstanding 
according to the previous examination, as well as all subsequent 
commitment lists, were audited and proved with the warrants is- 
sued by the board of assessors. The recorded collections were 
checked in detail, the payments to the town and district treasurers 
were verified, the recorded abatements were compared with the 
assessors’ records of abatements granted, the outstanding accounts 
were listed and proved, and the cash on hand January 23, 1960 
was proved by sctual count. 


The outstanding accounts were further verified by mailing 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books 
as owing money to the town and district, and from the replies 
received it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The financial transactions of the town clerk were examined 
and checked. The receipts on account of dog and sporting licenses 
and from gasoline registrations were examined and checked. The 
payments to the State and to the town treasurer were verified, 
and the cash on hand January 23, 1960 was proved by actual count. 


The appropriations were listed from the town clerk’s record 
of town meetings, and the amounts voted were compared with the 
ageregate appropriations raised by the assessors in the computation 
of the tax rate for 1959. 


The transfers from the reserve fund were listed from the rec- 
ords of the finance committee and checked with the appropriation 
accounts. 
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The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Griswold Mem- 
orial Library were examined. The receipts from investment income, 
town appropriation, and miscellaneous sources were verified, while 
the expenditures were checked with the cancelled checks and 
vouchers on file. The cash balance on January 23, 1960 was proved 
by reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished 
by the depository. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the invest- 
ment of the library funds in the custody of the library treasurer 
Were examined and listed. The income was proved, and the sales 
and purchases of securities, as well as the withdrawals, were 
verified. 


The records of receipts of the board of selectmen and the 
sealer of weights and measures, as well as of the highway, public 
welfare, veterans’ services, and school departments, and of all other 
departments collecting money for the town or sending out bills for 
collection, were examined and checked. The payments to the 
treasurer were verified and the cash on hand in the several de- 
partments was proved by actual count. 


Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which 
is appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial 
condition of the town on December 31, 1959. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are 
tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries 
of the tax and departmental accounts, as well as schedules showing 
the transactions and condition of the trust funds. 


During the progress of the audit, cooperation was extended by 
all town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for 
myself, I wish to express appreciation.

CLINTON E. GRAY 
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REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Citizens of Colrain: 


The year 1960 has encompassed a number of important events 
related to public education at Colrain Central School, Arms Acad- 
emy, and elsewhere in this section of Franklin County. 


Among these occasions the evaluation of Arms Academy com- 
pleted in early April, deserves special and critical attention. This 
study conducted by a group of Teachers, School Administrators, and 
a Representative of the Commonwealth of Mass. Department of 
Education was the culmination of a survey authorized by the Shel- 
burne School Ccmmittee and carried out by the Principal and Facul- 
ty at Arms under the direction of this office. It took place over a 
period of two years and involved a great many meetings and much 
outside of school time in order to prepare a self-evaluation. These 
reports were then reviewed by the visiting team and comparisons 
were made between the two studies. This latter group was organ- 
ized by the New England Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools, a body which has the responsibility for ruling on the ac- 
creditation of our High School. 


The visitors spent three days and two evenings observing and 
recording their findings concerning the academic program, the 
school administration, and the school plant. Their major commenda- 
tions and recommendations, based upon the most thorough evalua- 
tion of Arms Academy made in recent years by an outside authority, 
were released in the local newspaper. A complete Report of the 
Evaluation has been duplicated and copies are available for inter- 
ested citizens at the Union School Office, 32 Bridge St., Shelburne 
Falls. 


The rankings accorded by the two Evaluation Committees 
were quite similar and especially so when they referred to the phy- 
sical features of the High School buildings. Both reports empnati- 
cally indicated that the classrooms, shops, study hall, auditorium, 
cafeteria, office space, recreational areas, playing fields, toilet facili- 
ties, provisions for storage, parking areas, bus-loading stations, and 
corridors were so limited that the academic and extra-curricular 
programs are unable to be presented at the desired level of com- 
prehensiveness. 


While the enrollment at Arms in September 1960 was 294, the 
predicted enrollment for September 1961 is 322. This is based upon 
presently enrolled students in Grades Eight through Eleven in 
Buckland, Colrain, and Shelburne and does not include any new 
Freshmen from other Towns. To meet this increase the Shelburne 
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School Committee will provide an additional Teacher and the Trus- 
tees of Arms Academy, owners of the two classroom buildings are 
making available additional funds for much needed physical im- 
provements. The inadequate classroom space imposes undesirable 
limitations on the offerings of the School. The location of the Agri- 
culture Shop, at a considerable distance from the other classrooms, 
is typical of restrictions which cause unwarranted adjustments and 
curtailments in the Students’ schedules. 


Among the commendations made by the Visiting Committee, 
perhaps the most significant was the recognition of the fine work, 
and constructive attitude employed by the Principal, Faculty, and 
other staff members toward their daily duties and activities. These 
men and women, with the assistance and guidance of an interested 
School Committee are greatly responsible for the accreditation of 
Arms Academy and the good program offered all students. We are 
most fortunate to have a strong nucleus of able, well-trained, con- 
scientious, and dedicated Teachers interested in maintaining the 
high standards of the School. 


Again this year I very strongly recommend that prompt, 
thoughtful action be taken by the citizens of our communities to 
do everything possible to guarantee a high school education that 
will place our children in a position to compete with the graduates 
of other schools in Franklin County and elsewhere in New Eng- 
land. Although financial limitations must be recognized and help 
us in selecting modest, but worthwhile solutions to our school prob- 
lems, the maintenance of even the status quo of our good high 
school, in the face of the increasing demands being made of grad- 
uates and the rising costs of education, is impossible without the 
support of an interested citizenry and some self-sacrifice. To wait 
or postpone positive action any longer will needlessly handicap the 
boys and girls and cause larger expenditures in the not too distant 
future, 


Let us all remember that the boys and girls of 1960 are entitled 
to educational opportunities the equal of or better than those pro- 
vided by our parents. This assistance is essential if they are to take 
their places as future leaders of our Nation. During a time when 
greater percentages of the graduates of urban and city high schools 
are going on to further education it is unfortunate that of the grad- 
uates continuing with their studies our own percentage is not grow- 
ing accordingly. The High School Guidance Counsellor is presently 
studying this situation while making every effort to encourage and 
aid the attendance of all graduates who have the necessary abili- 
ties at schools and colleges that can better prepare them for res- 
ponsible positions. 


Although there is some disagreement with certain of the ap- 
proaches taken by the Mohawk Trail Regional School District Com- 
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mittee it must be remembered that said Committee had an obliga- 
tion, given to them by the voters of the District, to make every 
reasonable effort to provide improved educational facilities for the 
children of this area. Further, it is very important to note that the 
Committee did accomplish a major objective by keeping in front 
of the public recognition of the need for better school facilities and 
making the only cooperative effort toward providing same. 


At the Annual Town Meetings in Buckland, Colrain, and Shel- 
burne those present will be asked to authorize the establishment 
of a Committee of seven to make a careful study of the existing 
facilities for Grades Seven through Twelve and report their find- 
ings and recommendations to the Town School Committee not later 
than June 1, 1961. This Motion, originating in this Office and sup- 
ported unanimously by the three Town School Committees, can 
provide an initial step toward better education for the children in 
Buckland, Colrain, and Shelburne and accordingly it warrants 
every citizen’s careful consideration. 


The appropriations requested by the School Committee for sup- 
port of general and vocational education include certain increases 
found necessary to make possible the continuance of the good edu- 
cational program presently offered the children of this Town. Items 
increased include the amounts to be provided for: Teachers’ Sal- 
aries — this involves raises put in effect on September 1, 1960, an 
‘Increase in the differential for the Principal, and increments due 
the two Teachers who have not yet reached the maximum on the 
salary schedule; tuition charges for Arms Academy reflecting a 
slight increase in the number attending, 96 this year and 107 ex- 
pected in September, as well as a revision in the individual rate 
from $450. to $475.; necessary increases in the high school trans- 
portation allowance; $300. for Science and Mathematics equipment 
under the National Defense Education Act by which the Federal 
Government pays one-half of the expense; and $100. for substitute 
or assisting custodial help. 


Our opening day enrollment at Central School included six 
classes numbering 31 or more children; Grades VII and VIII are 
the only groups with fewer than 30 pupils. The large classes create 
certain problems and limit or curtail the amount of individual help 
the Teacher can provide each child. It is fortunate that the School 
Committee was able to hire a full time Teacher for 15 of the 42 
first graders and to create a small temporary classroom by remov- 
ing the partition separating the Health and Teachers’ Rooms. Chil- 
dren in need of extra help at other Grade levels, spend some time 
each day with Mrs. Marjorie Gilbert at desks located in the Princi- 
pal’s Office. While these measures help the children, especially the 
slower learners, it is to be hoped these conditions are only tempor- 
ary and can be eliminated by providing improved facilities for 
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students in Grades VII through XII. Transfer of the seventh and 
eighth Grades to another school would make availalbe two addi- 
tional classrooms for the first six Grades. 


The School is fortunate to have a nucleus of interested and 
capable Teachers who challenge the children to achieve at _ their 
maximum. Our testing program indicates good coverage of the Fun- 
damentals although we have raised some concern relative to the 
pupil’s achievement in such areas as map work and dictionary skills. 
Steps are presently being taken to overcome these minor weak- 
nesses. The policy of updating and replacing outmoded or worn 
textbooks is being continued. 


During 1960 major maintenance projects included; relocation 
of the sewer pipe, repairs to the venetian blinds, painting portions 
of the outside metal work, extensive repairs to the water heating 
unit, and the reconditioning of all classroom ventilators. In 1961 
the interior painting program will be continued thus caring for a 
small amount of work annually and eliminating a large scale pro- 
ject during a single year. The interest and workmanship displayed 
by Mr. George Call in his custodial responsibilities are a decided 
factor in keeping the School’s maintenance at a reasonable figure. 


The Cafeteria staff under the direction of Mrs. Sarah Coombs, 
is continuing to prepare and serve good, wholesome meals which 
contribute to the high quality of the School. Presently, there are 
thirty to forty more meals served, on an average day, than were 
purchased during the 1959-1960 school year. 


The programs of our Art, Music, and Handwriting Supervisors 
have assisted and led the Classroom Teachers to a high degree of 
proficiency with their pupils. The Supervisors’ tasks not only cover 
direct instruction for the children but guidance and provision of 
meaningful follow-up work to enrich our daily program until the 
next visit of these consultants. 


In Handwriting we are supplementing coverage jointly approv- 
ed by the School Committee and the Rinehart System Teachers 
by adding practice in printing and writing with ball point pens in 
preference to the older dip style pens. Perhaps our greatest prob- 
lem in this skill subject is developing a recognition of the need for 
clear handwriting and a desire to maintain a high degree of profi- 
ciency in adult life. Parents can, through their encouragement, 
assist our Teachers in this work. 


The Art program reflects courses, activities, and units of in- 
struction designed to contribute to the visual art and aesthetic needs 
of the pupils. The practical phase of our Art work helps in our ef- 
fort to meet the so-called necessities of life, provide food, clothing, 
and shelter. A love of beauty and knowledge of order are served 
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through the Fine Arts. Then, too, the Arts of Communication en- 
compassing the sharing of experiences and ideas help us to acquire 
new meaning from pictures, sculpture, music, and the dramatic arts. 


In Music, Teachers emphasize the learning of songs and self 
expression through rhythmic games and body movement in the pri- 
mary grades. Music reading and two, three, or four part singing 
received attention in the middle and upper grades. The pre-instru- 
mental program starts with song-flutes or tonettes in Grade IV, 
continuing on through the Union Elementary Band to the High 
School Band. 


Glee Clubs and Choral Groups in each of the three Towns chan- 
nel students toward the Arms Chorus which presently numbers 93 
members. In May of 1961 residents of the area will have an excel- 
lent oppertunity to observe choral and instrumental music at the 
Western Massachusetts Music Festival in Greenfield. 


I thank all interested citizens who in any way provide support 
for the school programs at Arms Academy and Central School.

To the Superintendent of Schools: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the Colrain Central 
School. 


School began September 7th with 258 pupils enrolling, and dis- 
tributed by grades as follows: 


Grade I 42 Mrs. Alyce Streeter, teacher 
Grade II 31 Mrs. Muriel Miller, teacher 
Grade III 34 Mrs. Ruby Root, teacher 
Grade IV 32 Mrs. Lyndal Denison, teacher 
Grade V 31 Mrs. Dorothy Quinn, teacher 
Grade VI 33 Mrs. Marian Byron, teacher 
Grade VII 27 Raymond Amnott, teacher 


Grade VIII 28 Mrs. Gertrude Streeter, teacher 


One addition to the teaching staff was made because of the 
large number of children in the first grade. Mrs. Marjorie Gilbert 
was appointed as a part time teacher to help with this large group 
of children. Later in the school year it was decided to divide the 
first grade into two groups. A classroom was made by removing the 
partition between the teachers’ room and the health room and one 
of the groups was assigned to Mrs. Helen Carpenter, who has been 
our remedial reading teacher. Mrs. Gilbert was assigned the reme- 
dial reading groups. 


Mr. George Call is with us again as custodian and is doing his 
usual fine work of keeping the school clean and comfortable. 


Mrs. Sarah Coombs is dietician and cafeteria manager. In her 
department some changes have been made. Mrs. Lillian Rosenburg 
resigned as helper and Mrs. Shirley Sheridan was appointed to take 
her place. This year we are serving forty meals a day more than 
we have heretofore done, which has made it necessary to hire a part 
time helper for the cafeteria. Mrs. Gladys Gates was chosen to fill 
this position. Mrs. Rebecca Coutu is also a member of the cafe- 
teria staff. 


Our academic program is progessing satisfactorily under the 
guidance of a capable faculty. Music and art are taught under the 
supervision of Mr. Stanley Smithers and Mr. John Shea respective- 
ly. Our penmanship classes are administered by a representative of 
the Rinehart Functional Handwriting System. 
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The new addition to our curriculum, namely banking, is still 
very popular. At the end of the last school year approximately 
eleven thousand dollars was on deposit at the Franklin Savings 
Institution of Greenfield. To date this year, we have banked better 
than two thousand dollars. 


Again I would like to call to the attention of those most con- 
cerned that we do not have a physical education program. Even 
without a gymnasium I believe such a program would be feasible 
and would be beneficial to the children. 


I am indebted to the superintendent of schools and the school 
committee for their guidance and help in maintaining a good school 
program. Also I would like to pay tribute to our teachers with the 
following description of ‘“‘a good teacher”: 


To a child thrust into a strange world, a good teacher is 
the best thing that can possibly happen. 


A good teacher is Courage with Kleenex in her pocket, 
Sympathy struggling with a snowsuit, and Patience with papers 
to grade. 


A good teacher spends twelve hours a day searching for 
truth, and the other twelve hours searching for error. 


A good teacher is incorruptible, indispensable, invincible, 
and nearly inexhaustible. 


A good teacher really does not mind sniffles, squirmings, 
stomach aches, spills, and sauciness. Neither does she disinte- 
grate before tears, trifles, fights, futility, excuses, parents who 
spout, little boys who shout, and little girls who pout. 


Most of all, a good teacher is somebody who likes some- 
body else’s children and still has strength left to go to the P.T.A. 
meeting.

,The,weights, and measures of all school children were taken in 
September with the. assistance of the teachers. The. Massachusetts 
Vision Tests and Hearing Tests were given during the school year. 


Assistance was given Dr. John H. Olson with physical examina- 


tions of Grades I, IV, and VIII. 


The dental program is being continued. A dental committee 


-of four from the eighth-grade visited each grade regularly to check 
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the number of children with completed dental work. Fifty-six - per- 
cent,,of the school children have had. completed care, an increase 
of three percent over last year. 


Miss Genevieve Ely, Dental Hygienist from the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, .has inspected all the children’s teeth. 


The immunization clinics: for diphtheria, whooping cough, and 
tetanus,.also included the Salk vaccine for poliomyelitis. One hun- 
dred eighty-two children attended. Ninety-five were school children. 


The Well Child Conference for pre-school children was con- 
ducted in July, assisted by the P.T.A., parents, and interested peo- 
ple. Dr. Olson was the attending physician. Mrs. Robert McIntosh, 
Jr. gave dental hygiene help. Mrs. Vesta Coombs was consulting 
nutritionist. Urine and haemoglobin tests were taken. Ninety-six 
children attended; twenty-one of them entered first grade in the 
fail.
